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thing at all, according to 
the Baha’i faith.

Blessings are also said 
during the lighting of the 
candles. 

There is a nightly gift 
exchange at the Bernstein 
house. Another aspect of 
the celebration is in the 
menu. Explains Mary, 
“We serve meals that in¬ 
clude some type of tradi¬ 
tional food, such as Latkes, 
which are potato pancakes 
served with applesauce, 
which Sam makes each 
year.

Toyota pickup truck that recently 
started to run roughly and make a 
loud noise in the engine area that 
sounds like an exhaust leak. The 
truck was tuned recently, so the 
problem is not with the ignition. Ek) 
you have any idea what it could be. - 
M.D. 

ANSWER: In many early 
model Tbyota vehicles, there had 
been a problem with the exhaust 
manifold cracking. The problem was 
caused by the metal heat shield, 
which surrounds the manifold, 
holding in too much heat. If the 
exhaust manifold's bots were not 
sufficiently tightened, the manifold 
would crack. You can tell if you have 
the old or new style heat shield by 
looking at it. The new style shield 
will have vents on top.

Young children prefer the 
local ending where the 
mysterious Uncle 
Drosselmeyer carries the 
tired Clara back to her bed 
as the fantasy figures of 
her beautiful dream wave 
a gentle farewell. In the SF 
version, as in many others; 
Clara and her dream 
Prince sail on to further 
adventure with no sense of 
finality. 

On the other hand, this 
Clara does not suddenly 
appear in a classic, tutu 
when she gets to the Land 
of Sweets - always some¬ 


thing of a jolt. 

Speaking out of some 
dance experience, “Nut¬ 
cracker”, lovely as it is, 
shows its age in bits of 
choreography, like the 
Sugar Plum Fairie’s dance, 
and in certain well per¬ 
formed but intrinsically 
awkward lifts, for ex¬ 
ample, bringing to mind 
the stiff conventions that 
Isadora Duncan did so 
much to relax into a more 
natural style. 

It’s a pity the run of A 
Noise Within’s “A Christ¬ 
mas Carol” was so short 
They managed to create 
the eerie atmosphere that 
Dickens intended by hav¬ 
ing the parade of wander¬ 
ing spirits that Marley 
brings to Scrooge’s atten¬ 
tion in constant atten¬ 
dance. The Cratchett’s 
family dinner becomes 
what it is in the story, only 
one of the visions Scrooge 
sees as an illustration of 
Christmas Present and 
thanks to an excellent nar¬ 
rator, many of Dickens 
words illuminate and ex¬ 
plain. 

Well, look for it next 
year. It’s a winner. 

May your Christmas 
too be haunted by friendly 
spirits!
